It may be that the moon receives 


more credit than It should receive for 
antics It is believed to Indulge In with 
old mother earth and with almost all 
that Is on it, but there is remaining an 
ascertained truth tbat the moon has a 
targe Influence on the earth. 
It Is as- 


certained that the ocean's tides arc 
the work of the moon In connection 
with work engaged In by tbe sun. When 
the moon's influence Is admitted, who 
has lived, or who is living that has 
given to that ascertained influence lim- 
its? There has been no limit to Its 
Influence ascertained, for which cause 
there could not be given truthfully a 
limit to its influence. 


With these truths before us moon- 


struck people should be approached 
with caution and respect. 
It is not 


the intention of the writer at this time 
to enter upon a detail of moon lore as 
he learned it from bright and honest 
people, but it may be proper to glvt 
an ascertained truth respecting the 
moon's Influence upon vegetable life, 
which will deprive old Neptune of any 
selfish feeling he may have over a 
seeming exclusive control of Its in- 
fluence upon the earth.
